Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 2-4, 6, 7, 8, 13, 14-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The claims teach 
polymer blends, blends of surfactants and organic acids, blends of waxes and organic 
acids, the chemical binder having a melting point of 120 to 275 degrees F, glutaric acid, 
disodium, dipotassium or diammonium salts of EDTA, a polymeric form of glycolic acid 
having a melting point between 120 and 250 degrees F, sodium, ammonium or 
potassium persulfate, an organic acid having a melting point between 120 and 275 
degrees F, and cellulase enzymes (hemicellulase taught), which are not taught in the 
specification as originally filed. Since this is a divisional application of 09/627145 the 
addition of the subject matter adds new matter to the claims, and this should be 
removed. Dependent claims fall herewith. 



3. Claims 1 , 5, 9-12, are allowable over the art of record. 
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4. Applicants amendment distinguishes over the applied prior art, which failed to 
teach the coating specifically applied to the wellbore screen. A further review of 
applicants claims indicate that such added new matter to the application.
